A listing of all sources of funding is attached as Exhibit G.

An estimate of the impact of the cost of facilities upon rate base and rates is attached as
Exhibit H, if applicable.

A list of “interested persons” as contemplated by the Commission’s rules along with a
Certificate of Notice to those persons is attached as Exhibit I.

A copy of the testimony to be relied upon at hearing is attached to this petition, said
testimony being that of Jack Ryan, President, and Harmon West, P.E., which are marked as
Exhibits J and K.

A balance sheet and income statement are attached as Exhibits L and M.

The public convenience and necessity will be best served by granting the Petitioner the relief
prayed for in this Petition; and that for the reasons set forth and the documentation filed with

this Petition, it is in the best interest of the customers of the Petitioner, as well as the general
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public, to grant the Petitioner a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to

construct, operate and maintain the facilities described herein.

WHEREAS, PREMISES CONSIDERED, the Petitioner prays that after due and proper
notice has been given in the time and manner required by law, a Certificate of Public Convenience
and Necessity should be issued unto XYZ to construct, operate and maintain the facilities described
herein.

The Petitioner prays for general relief.
